was a simple operation to back the 
101 ses to the wagons and drop the 
harnesses on their backs.

Medical Expert 
Here to Study 
Disease Outbreak 


Dr. William Saphier, associate 


professor of medicine. University 
of Illinois, arrived at the Dixon 
State School today to launch a 
full-scale study of the outbreak of 
infectious hepatitus reported at the 
institution. 


His arrival confirmed earlier re- 


ports that the outbreak and the 
gamma globulin tieatment admin- 
istered to 5.800 patients and em- 
ployes would command the atten- 
tion of medical experts. 


Little is known of infectious hep- 


atitus except that it is a virus- 
caused disease of the liver. The 
gamma globulin injections given 
heie is the first large-scale effort 
to halt or minimize the effects of 
the disease.

The London Agreement 


The London conference that has brought a nine-power 


agreement to draw Germany politically and militarily into 
the Western European orbit may well be set down as one of 
the great events of the postwar era. 


In the opinion of practiced observers, it is potentially 


stronger than the EDC plan killed this summer by France. 
For it places Britain in close alliance with continental Europe 
for the first time in history. That tremendous development 
explains why French Premier Mendes-France would initial 
this pact while opposing EDC. 
Under the new agreement. West Germany will be invited 


to join NATO, the prime existing European defense setup. 


It will also be made a signatory to the 1948 so-called 


Brussels treaty, which linked Britain, France. Belgium, Hol- 
land and Luxembourg in a military, economic and cultural 
union. Italy, too, will be added to this group. 
* 
* 
* 


The Brussels pact members will establish an agency for 


control of armaments on the European continent, for con- 
tinental members of the Brussels groups. In addition, Ger- 
many has forsworn manufacture of atomic, biological sub- 
marines. 


The Bonn republic further pledged itself not to resort 


to force in any effort to reunify Germany or modify exist- 
ing frontiers. 


These limitations on German arms and national aspira- 


tions were crucial to France's acceptance of the nine-power 
agreement. Mendes-France actually pressed for even more, 
but in the end he signed the final compromise 


The French premier must be credited with having gained 


a lot that he sought. Yet it seems evident that detailed ar- 
rangements under an EDC pact would likewise have imposed 
restrictions on German armament. 


What pushed Mendes-France to acceptance of the new 


treaty was his understanding that the other nations, and 
especially Britain and the U. S.. were determined to approve 
German rearmament and political sovereignty with or with- 
out the French.

In that determined drive. Britain's Foreign Secretary 


Anthony Eden, backed by the redoubtable Prime Minister 
Churchill, led the way. And their ultimate willingness to 
involve Britain closely in continental defense affairs\vas the 
really decisive factor. 


German Chancellor Adenauer deserves to be hailed for 


his realistic acceptance of limitations on his country's arms. 
He is truly European-minded and sees Germany's future best 
served through association with the West. 


The London agreement is a great turning point. France, 


like the others, must now ratify what has been done. But 
the French surely realize that all reasonable effort has been 
made to allay their fears of a revived Germany 
If their 


assembly should reject this pact, they would understand that 
the principles of the agreement would most likely be carried 
out anyway. 


A great blow has been struck for Western solidarity and 


strength, and against the menacing Communist conspirators 
bent en global conquest. One cannot imagine the French 
have the nerve to undo in any way this historic work at 
London.

Skin Rashes Should Be 
Watched With Suspicion 


By EDWIN P. JORDAN, M.O. 


A "Woiking Woman" says she 
wants to know something about 
skin cancer because she has a rash 
with a ternble itch on her body 
and is greatly worried that this 
may be cancer. By way of reassur- 
ance it can be said that is almost 
certainly not cancer though that is 
no reason why the trouble should 
be neglected. 


Cancer of the skin, however, and 


some of the signs which precede it 
should be generally known, since 
eaily identification an appropriate 
treatment can certainly save a 
great deal of trouble. 


Any sore on the skin or around 


the mucous membranes of the lips, 
near the eyes, or anywhere else 
which does not heal as quickly as 
one thinks it should,, ought to be 
watched with suspicion. If the skin 
has a lump or ulcer by all means 
let the doctor look at it. Some such 
sores or lumps will be cancer; 
they aie so easy to treat while 
they are small and may be so hard 
after they have grown a while that 
tneie is no sense in delay. 


THERE ARE also some skin 


conditions which may lead eventu- 
ally to cancer and therefore should 
be watched even if not treated so 
that they tan be attacked at the 
first sign of cancerous change. The 
most important of these are the 
scaly, brown or black patches 
which aie quite common in elderly 
people and are usually located on 
the parts of the skin most exposed 
to the sun and air. These patches 
are called keiatoses. 


KERATOSES are not cancerous 


when they start though they so 
often develop in that direction that 
it is sometimes—but not always— 
a good idea to remove them. 


There are two things which al- 


ways*"sefm wise, however. One is 
to watch them because if they 
grow it may be a danger aignal; 
the other is that persons who show 
a tendency to develop these patch- 
es should try to protect their skin 
as much as possible from exposure 
to the sun.

William Linn Westermann. world 


Authority on ancient economy and 
papyrus writings and husband of 
a former Dixonite. Arvina Davies, 
died Monday. He was a resident of 
Scarsdale, N. Y. 


The 81-year-old scholar was pro- 


fessor emeritus of ancient history 
at Columbia University. He retired, 
from Columbia in 1948, and was a 
•visiting professor of ancient his- 
tory at the University of Alexan- 
dria. Egypt, during the last three 
academic years. 


He is survived by his widow and 


a son. Evan Davies Westermann, 
business consultant for the New 
York State Department of Com- 
merce. Mrs. Westermann is a sis- 
ter of the late John Davies. vice 
president of City National Bank in 
Dixon. and Miss Marian Davies, 
New York City, who has spent a 
number of summers in Dixon.

sity of Nebraska and the Univer- 
sity of Berlin. In addition to Co- 
lumbia, he taught at the Univer- 
sities of Missouri. Minnesota, Wis- 
consin and Cornell. After World 
War I he was an adviser to Presi- 
dent Wood row Wilson on Greek 
and Turkish affairs at the Paris 
peace conference. 


In 1944, he was president of the 


American Historical> Association. 


Professor Westermann, who was 


bom in Belleville. 111.. Sept. 15, 
1873, had scholarship in his ances- 
try. His lineage traced to William 
Tyndale, translator of the New 
Testament into English. 


In his work he dealt with 2.000- 


year-old documents. He had to hold 
them in pincers with one hand to 
avoid letting even a finger's touch 
of oil start rot, while his other 
hand used a glass to reflect day- 
light on the manuscript. Some- 
times it took days to decipher and 
translate a few Greeft words.

and placed them where the farmers 
*-m observe them. They also offer 
these precautions for safe opera- 
tion of corn pickers. 


1. Always stop the tractor and 


•hut off the power take-off before 
dismounting, oiling, adjusting, or 
imciogging 


2. Always keep 
guards 
and 


shields in place. 


3. Never allow anyone except the 


operator to ride the picker of trac- 
tor. Children should never be per- 
mitted near the picker. 


4. Be sure the tractor is out of 


gear when cranking the engine 


5. Keep your machine in good 


mechanical condition and properly 
adjusted. 


6. Wear only clothes that 
fit 


snugly and that do not have loose 
pockets or sleeves. 


7. Always engage the clutch 


gently. 


8. Think swice before trading a 


few minutes for an arm.

Canadians, for example, have 


doubled their direct investments j 
here since 19-Xi in the face of a 
great flow of American capital into 
Canadian industry and resources. 


Latin Americans have mnde sub- 


stantial increases in investment 
here in the same period. In addi- 
tion, Latin America's total hold- 
ings of U. S. Treasury certificates 
and bank deposits now total two 
billion dollars. 


This has been going on quietly 


while most of the talk has been 
about the need of American invest- 
ments in other lands, especially 
the so-called under-developed ones. 


Investments Balance 


Private investment abroad by 


Americans is now just about the 
same as the total of foreign hold- 
ings here, the Northern Trust Co.
